Whether established 
as a roadside mart for tourists or a shopping place for local cit- 
izens as well, this is generally known as a Curb Market — and 
most cities the size ot Hope already have one.

The market, patterned after suc- 


cessful examples in other towns, was 
established by the city government 
as a non-profit organization, and was 
managed by a committee drawn from 
the business life of the community.

ning expenses of the market by pay- 
ing n smnll fee for use of the stall 
where they parked wagon or truck,

Company Declines Data 


Attorney McFaddin pointed out that 


™ 
the city, with a ID-cent "gate" price 
available on natural gas, had sought 
for possible municipal plant purposes 
to find out from the Arkansas Louis- 
iana Gas company its own distribut- 
ing costs. The city contended that pos- 


1^ sibly 20 cents per thousand cubic feet 


would cover maintenance of distribut- 
ing lines and other overhead, which, 
plus the 10-cont "gate" prive, would 
make the consumer's price 30 cents. 
But the Arkansas Louisiana com- 
pany refused to give the city any data 


f. on distribution costs. 


The council deferred action until its 


members could discuss the matter 
with Hope citizens and get their views 
on financing the cost of the fight 
for « lower rate.

"It will take a large sum of money 


•* to fight for a lower gas rale," Mayor 


W. S. Atkins slated, "and the coun- 
cil cannot take the responshiility un- 
less the people of Hope back it up and 
help finance the cost." A special coun-

tured goods. A Curb Market establish- 
ed as a municipal enterprise and with 
the co-operation of the merchants must 
be restricted to its original purpose 
—tlie sale pf native-grown produce.

fice. 


"He wishes in all earnestness and 


sincerity to make it clear that all 
of the delegates to this convention 
are free to vote for any candidate."

NEW YORK — American metal- 
urglsts have invented a new process 
which forms Siamese twins out of two 
intirely different kinds of steel. 


One side of the metol is a different 
ype of steel from (he opposite side. 
Yet both • are a single, solid unit, 
.vilh no sharp dividing line between 
hem. 
The new process was invented by 


.he Allegheny Ludlum Steel Corpora- 
ion of Pittsburgh and the W. M. Kcl- 
ogg Co. of Jersey City, N. J. H was 
designed to join stainless steel, so 
that one face is the high-quality 
rustless metal, while the other, am 
usually the bulk of the metal, is low- 
cost, ordinary steel. 


Not only have stainless surface: 


been created in this way, but hard too 
steel has been overlaid on a basis o 


Mild, less exfi^nslVe metal. 


A secret new electric furnace doe* 
he twinning. In it the hlghcost coat- 
ng metal is poured motten on the oth- 
er steel. The latter b not all melt- 
ed, but only a thin layer to merge 
with the molten coating poured upon 


The result is like pulling frosting 


on a cake—with the top portion of the 
cake still dough when the frosting is 
poured. 


Where the two medals meet, they 


fuse into a union which all sorts 
of twisting, pulling, breaking, ham- 
mering and heating have failed to de- 
stroy. The Allegheny Ludlum reports 
lhat the stainless, or other coating, ne- 
ver peels off in these tests. The me- 
tal break only like j single piece, 
with n orcference to its Siamese strip. 


Moreover, if the coating metal is 


stronger lhan the other, the fused 
piece is strengthened just in pro- 
portion to the volume of the coating.

As the hordes of terrified civilians 


have streamed out of the path of tho

frightened gold come hurrying from 
everywhere in search of safety in 
America.

United States had eighteen billions of 
the world's twenty-five billions of gold 
reserves. Now we have nineteen and 
one-half billions in gold here, the differ- 
ence having arrived from abroad in 
recent months. 


As soon as the gold arrives it is placed 


on closely guarded armored trucks and 
quickly transported to the Federal Re- 
Serve Bank in lower New York City, 
Government employees then unload the 
valuable shipment and remove the wood- 
en cases in which the gold ingots are 
packed. The small bars are carefully 
weighed, checked and stored away be- 
hind steel-barred doors where lights 
burn day and night and vigilance is 
unceasing.
